Little Scope to Cut Expenses 


The report of the committee—which 
has become. known as the Ways and 


Means Committee and whose Chairman. 


was Mr, F. A. Rossdale.. Senior . Treas- 


urer of the United Synagogue—stated - 


in. its summary that due to the sound 
and wise stewardship .of the financial 
policy of the United Synagogue there was 
lithe scope either for finding new sources 
of revenue or for reducing expenditure, 

The committee itself described the results 
of its labour as “* comparatively meagre’ 
and “moderate.” The aggregate total 
sum - which could be produced imme- 
diately by the adoption of all its major 
recommendations contained in the report 
was estimated at £14,600 

For the first. time in the history of 
the United Synagogue a lady attended 
a meeting of us Council.

SOVIET PRAISE

The newspaper of the Union of Soviet 
Writers, LITeRAFURNAYA Gazetta, _has 
published a series of poems by Markish

The "article, written 
Tikhanov, a. well-known Russian poet 
from Leningrad, referred to Mr. Markish 
in the past tense, the first official notice 
of the poet's death. It. believed that 
he and Mr. hefler were arrested wih 
other. Jewish: writers on. the ortlers of 
Beria,. the then Minister: of. the Interior, 
and executed in 195? 

The article indicated that it is proposed

Pensions for Families 
_ The families of the two Russian-Jewish 
poets have been given pensions. 


The persecution of Jewish writers and 
the. suppression of Jewish culture in the 


‘Soviet Union. was. referred to in a cable 


sent by a group of distinguished American 
writers to Mr.. Joseph. Leftwich and read 
at the recent P.E.N. Congress in London 
by Professor Denis Saurat, who presided 
at one of the Congress sessions, 

The. cable declared that. the present 

rulers of the. Kremlin had confirmed the 
worst fears that the Stalin régime had 
taken ruthless measures to stamp out 
Jewish culture in the Soviet Union. Large 
numbers of Jewish. writers had been 
annihilated; Yiddish books, periodicals, 
and newspapers had been suspended, and 
Jewish libraries and. theatres had been 
closed: 
The cable concluded: ** We urge free- 
dom-loving individuals throughout the 
world to. raise their voices protest 
against acts of brutality and discrimination 
inflicted on an entire people. We want 
to register a vigorous denunciation of the 
frightful acts of genocide perpetrated and 
apparently still condoned by the Soviet 
régime.

from what Mr. Montagu described as “a 
wonderful and successful tour of 
America.”” 

The Chief Rabbi announced that the 
beautiful gold and silver Torah crown, 
which had been presented through him 
to Anglo-Jewry by the Union of Ortho- 
dox Jewish Congregations in America to 
mark the Tercentenary of Jewish Resettle- 
ment in the British Isles, would remain 
in the keeping of the Chief Rabbinate 


but would always be made available for 


use on important Jewish communal! 
occasions as.a symbol of the common 
loyalty to the Torah which bound 
together all Jews wherever they might 
reside. 

It would also be displayed for a time 
in the Jewish Museum at Woburn House. 

The report and recommendations were 
introduced by the Chairman of the Ways 
Committee, Mr. Rossdale, 
who said that Mr. J. Mendel [on whose 
motion the committee had been set up] 
and other members of the Council who 
felt that special committees could “ solve 
all. our difficuluies ~ would now recognise 
“that while such committees might some- 
times bring fresh minds to our problems, 
they: do not necessarily arrive at new 
conclusions, 

He added that a very important feature 
of the report. was. that “none of its 
recommendations ts of such a nature as 
to be styled a recommendation of prin- 
ciple. Every single recommendation can 
quite easily siand or fall.on its own 
merits, and if you feel that any recom- 
mendation does not commend itself, you 
‘are at perfect liberty to exclude it without 
in any way affecting the remainder of 
the report.” 3 


Expenditure On Choirs 


Dealing with “the vexed subject. of 
expenditure on choirs.’”” Mr. 
stated that the committee -had been 
divided in their’ views as could 
possibly -be, and that he had used: his 
casting vote in favour of ‘the recommen- 
dation in order to enable the matter to 
come before the Council for a decision. 

On. the other controversial recommen- 
dation—io do away with the system. of 
weekly collections .of membership .contri- 
butiohs—the committee had .. been 
unanimous In its view 

are convineca,” ‘he. stated, that 
there -will be an improvement § in. the 
efficiency. of the 
synagogues concerned if, as:a_ result. of 
the implementation of this. recommenda- 
tion, we ultimately dispense with weekly 
collections. altogether, and it is’ the 
opinion of the committee. that our 
finances will benefit.” | 

He added that “ i should also be borne 
in. mind that apart from the expense of 
sending someone every week to. collect 
a member's contribution, there is inherent 
in the sysiem: the risk that if for any 
-feason-.a contribution is not: collected 


one week, great difficulty will be 
encounicred im. . recovering. it subse- 
quently.” 


Mr. Rossdale drew attention to the 


paragraph of the report: in. which it was 
Stated. that ‘there: were three comimitices 
[within the United Synagogue] . about 
which “tt is generally recognised ” that 
while “‘they give. service to the whole 
community, it the United. Synagogue 
in the main which is. called upon to 
find. the bulk of. the cost.” 

The first of these ‘committees {the report 
SMated] is that of the Beth Hamedrash and Beth 
Din, and -here a contribution is received from 
the London Shechita Boafd, and we find: our- 
selves im complete agreement with the. views. of 
the Cinet Rabbi and the President. of the United 
Synagogue who, in a reeent report to. the 
Council on the subject, stated that the contribu- 
tion of £2.000- per. annum being made by the 
Shechita «Board. towards: the. cost of the 
eswential services rendered .by the London. Beth 
Din. to shechita was quite inadequate and should 
be at least £4,000. We also agree with the view 
the Kashrus Commission should similarly 
be expected tO increase its present contribution 
by £1,600 per annum. 

“In - so far as the other two committees. are 
concerned, fe¢.. the Chict, Rabbinate Fund and 
the Jewish Committee for H.M. Forces, we wish 
) record. Our very strong feeling of regret that

Commenting on these paragraphs, Mr. 
Rossdale said that while no recommenda- 
om was contained in the report he 
trusted that their inclusion in it would 
direct the atiention of those concerned 
fo the views expressed.” 

“ The Kashrus Commission,”’ he added, 
already shown earnest of its 
imentions by voting an additional sum 
of £250. and we trust that our friends 
of the Shechita Board will approach the 
problem with the same understanding.” 
_ Referring to the United Synagogue’s 
investment policy, Mr. Rossdale argued 
that it was much safer and wiser for an 
institution such as the United Synagogue 
to follow a cautious rather than a specu- 
lative course, 

, In conclusion Mr. Rossdale said that 
every single recommendation is, mn our 
Opimion, capable of producing imcreased 
revenue or of saving expenditure, and 
with but afew exceptions it is within 
the power of ihe Hon. $ and 
Boards of Management of the synagogues 

bring about this improvement.

items. aS an example—‘ Economy in

“ Just think what would be saved,” 
the speaker continued, “if the Hon. 
Officers and Boards of Management of all 
our synagogues set themselves as a target 
a saving of. say, 20 to 25 per cent of 
their expenditure under these heads. I 
would, in my estimation, save some 
£3,000 a year, and the effort required is 
of a very small order.”’ 

The Council then proceeded to discuss 
the recommendations one by one. 

The firsi, which was accepted against 
the opposition of Mr. Donald Samuel! and 
Mr. L.. Domb, was intended to close 
what the committee described as “a 
loophole by which persons, desiring to 
avoid the responsibility: of. membership 
of a synagogue apply and have allocated 
to them temporary seats for the High 
Festivals. Usually, only a nominal charge 
is made and Untied Synagogue revenues 


Fee for Temporary Seat 


The committee recommended that the 
Council should direct | 


‘* That instructions be issued to the Honorary 
Officers of all synagogues of the United Syna- 
gOguc tO the effect that before a nerson is 
allotted a femporary seat in a synagogue of the 
United Sypagogue, every care should be taken 
to ensure fthat such person is only staying tem- 
porarily. the neighbourhood and is not a 
resident thying to avoid his. responsibilities to 
the conmimu retraimng itom. taking up 
mombership sv¥nagoguc, In any. case. 
we recommend that the lowest fee which should 
be charged for a temporary seat to a person 
who is bona fide entitied t6 one, shall be one 
year s membership contribution to the synagogue 
at the lowest rate.” 


Qn the suggestion. of the Hon. Officers 
this recommendation. was supplemented 
with the. addition at the end: that.** the 
Hon. Officers [of a synagogue] shall have

Weekly Contributions 


The main debate took place. on the: 


recommendation “that. the. Council 
authorise the Treasurers to take steps to 
reduce al once, and ultimaicly eliminate 
allogether. the system of collecung mem- 
bership: contributions. weekly.” 

The: committee expressed its behef that 
if properly approached most members 


would agree to their. contributions 


half-yearly or quarterly, or, if they desired 
more frequent intervals, to bring or send 
the contribution to the synagogue. 

This was -opposed largely on the 
grounds that it would involve hardship 
on working-class and lower middle-class 
synagogue members in bast and North 
London where the system was operated. 

Despite the appeal by the President, 
who said that no hardship. was involved 
in monthly or quarierly payments, the 
Council overwhelmingly voted against. the 
recommendation. 

Announcing the new increased scales 
of salaries to minisiers, readers, and lay 
officials of thé United Synagogue—pro- 
posed by the Hon. Officers—ihe President 
said that the cost would be about £11,550 
a year, including the cofresponding 
increase in contribution to the Superan- 
nuation Fund. 

In the case of ministers the new scales 
(which have yet to be accepied by them) 
would apply retrospectively to October | 
of last year,.and in the case of the others 


they would be operative from last April.

Discussion on the need for deepen- 
ing the knowledge of Judaism of the 
members. of the religious pioneering 
youth movement dominated the 
three-day proceedings of the 17th 
International Conference of the 
Bachad-B'nei Akiva, held at the 
Bachad Farm _ Institute, Thaxted.

To retain the purely. pioneering charac- 
ler. of the movement the. conference 
decided against encouraging group ¢mi- 
gration to the cities in Israel. 
would be extended. however, to. indt- 
vidual members willing to go on altya: 
and. unable to settle in the kibbutz. 

lt was decided to. encourage: the estab- 
lishment. of special urban study groups 
of prospective’ young ‘emigrants: for 
members. of the’ movement unable to 
undertake the full Hachshara_ training 
in. this country, 

Speaking on the reported lifting of 
restrictions: on. Jewish emigration from 
Philipp, the Chair- 
man of the Bachad Fellowship, called 
for a bold and. imaginative policy to 


speed up. assistance to Polish-Jewish 
youth who were willing to- emigrate lo 
Israel.

It was Prince Ali who 
bestowed on Dr. Makowski the title 
of Pasha and who introduced him to

tron of the court circles that saved 
Dr. Makowski. during the short-lived 


rule of the pro-Nazi Rashid Ali: and

The physician regards him- 
self us a loyal Iraqi subject, and he 
is an outspoken anti-Zionist. When 
almost the whole Jewish, community 
left.

Soviet Resources: 


Insufficient

The conflicting reports about the 
possibility of Russia financing the 
Aswan Dam project have caused no 
undue concern in official quarters in 
London.

The withdrawal by Britain and the 


U.S.A.—apparently on the initiative of 


Washington—of. their offer to help to¢ 


finance the initial stage of the dam’s. 
construction, is a direct result of the 
Egyptian Government’s decision . to 
squander its slender resources on the 
large-scale purchase of Soviet bloc arms 


and. ambitious industrialisation schemes. 


The Foreign Office feels that. such 
expenditure, coupled with investment

$900,000,000 in Egyptian currency) would. 


have fatal results, causing inflation and — 


the collapse of the country’s economy. 
Pledges from Egypt Sought 


But even though the United States ts 
apparently determined to resist Egyptian 
diplomatic blackmail, neither Washington 
nor London have entirely closed the door 
on Colonel Nasser, It 1s apparent from 


the State Department announcement. that 


the U.S.A. is still prepared to give some 
limited assistance to the Egyptian economy, 
while the Foreign Office statement said 
only. that aid could not. be given “ in 
present circumstances.” However, it is 
believed that the Western Powers would 
require definite pledges that Egypt would 
not attempt to harm Western interests in 


the Middle East before committing them- 


selves to aid the Nasser régime. 

The reference to.the Middle East con- 
tained in the Brioni communiqué, issued 
after the meeting between Colonel Nasser, 
Marshal Tito, and Mr. Nehru, is regarded 
in London as yet another setback for the 
Fgvyptian ruler. He. is reported to have 
pressed for a more outspoken statement 
in support of the Arab case against Israel, 
whereas the agreed declaration merely 
endorsed the resolution adopted at the 
Bandung conference. which supported 
‘the rights of the Arab people of Pales- 


tine”’ and called for the implementation 


of the U.N. resolution on Palestine and 
the achievement. of a peeceful settlement, 
of that issue. Both the Indian and Yugo-. 
slav leaders were said to have emphasised 


. to Nasser the need for a Middle East 


settlement; but apparently without success.

BULGARIAN JEWRY’S 
| ECLIPSE 


Local Chief Rabbi's 
Despondency 


From a Correspondent 


A gloomy picture of Jewish life in 
Bulgaria was given to me in an inter- 
view by the Chief Rabbi of that 
country, Dr. Asher Hananel, during a 
visit I recently made to Bulgaria, 

Dr. Hananel. said that there are about 
six thousand five hundred Jews in the 
country—4,500 in Sofia. the capital, 700 
in Plovdiv, 200 in Ruse, 200 in Vidin. 
180 in Stalin (Varna) and fewer than one 
hundred in Burgas, Pazakdzhik, and 
K olaravgrad, 

The Bulgarian Jewish community, he 
said, is divided into the religious group 
and the Communists. [It was forbidden 
to teach religion to anyone until they 
reached the age of 18: at that age nobody 
was interested in religion. 

Dr. Hananel said that he was going to 
spend a six-week holiday in Israel. He had 
had to wait eight years before receiving 
Government permission to go there. He 


intended taking 25 Sifrei Torah (the syna- 


gogue in Sofia has 100). as there seemed 
no further need for them in Bulgaria. 


‘It had been difficult enough to obtain 


permission from the State to take the 
Sifrei Torah with him, and matters had 
been made worse by strong opposition 


from Jewish Communists. 


In Sofia are the communal offices of 
the non-religious section of local Jewry — 
mostly Communists—but a 
feature of the city’s religious life is its 
splendid synagogue, built in 1909. The 
Sexton, Mr. Buko Gerase, who showed 
me round the building, speaks. only 
Bulgarian and. Ladino.

AKEN as a whole the work ” 


of Bernard Shaw 
centenary of whose birth 
on July 26, (1856, occurred 
yesterday [Thursday]) demonstrates 
an unfailing interest in the his- 
tory, culture, and problems of 
the Jewish people. Shaw never 
found the time or the inclination to 
present his general approach to 
Judaism in a separate preface or 
play, and it is now possible to 
formulate this approach only by 
tracing the many references scat- 
throughout his work = and 
assembling them into a ‘coherent 
body of thought. 
task, beyond the scope of this 
article. (It must be sufficient here to 
notice what Shaw has to say about 
Jews and Judaism generally in those 
of his many works that are still 
accessible to the general public. 
Shaw’s interest in the Jews was out 
of all proportion to the number of 
Jewish characters in his plays. In the 
‘Three Plays for Puritans” 
Shaw had referred to the influence of 
Jewish exoticism and. finance on the 
theatre. and had asserted that “the 
way is smoothest for those plays and 
those performers that appeal specially 
But, apart from 
the Jew in. Geneva.”. Mendoza in 
and Superman.” and Leo 
Schutzmacher in.“ The Doctors 
Dilemma,” there are few characters in 


Shaw that. might be said to appeal -

A Vital Social Force 


- But if Shaw ‘was not pandering to 
Jewish taste in his plays he was cer- 
tainly not content to ignore the Jews 
in. his prefaces and political writings. 
Shaw regarded the Jews as a vital cul- 
tural and social force. He claimed 
that they had “ inspired all revolutions 
from Moses. to Marx and Lassalle.” 
Their religion was as. significant as 
Christianity. for. according to Shaw, 
Jews and Christians alike were salva- 
tiongsts.. Christians could convert 
negroes primitive religion 
lacked salvationism or. possessed it in 
a {orm less attractive than Christianity, 
but they could not convert the Jews 
who could see no “advantage” in 
being “saved” by what was merely 


another version of their own. kind of - 


Salvationism. -Nevertheless, this very 
Stability and assurance of Judaism was

Rhodes and Alexandria on his way to 
Palestine in 1481 and made record of “ great 
winds from all sides raging one against the 
other” so that “the ship went round in a 
circle and we thought to drown.” Returning 
to Italy, he was involved in a collision and 
a few days later the learned rabbi fell into 
the sea and had to be fished out by the sailors. 


There were troubles to the end, for as his. 


ship approached Venice the pilot became 
drunk and nearly wrecked it. But the Jewish 
traveller who has really immortalised his 
journey is Yehudah Halevi. In 1141 he sailed 
from Spain for Palestine, making songs about 
the waves and picturing storm and landscape 
with the vivid touch of actuality. He opens 
his poem “ On the Sea” with the lines “ My 
God, break not the breakers of the sea, Nor 
say Thou to the deep, * Be dry,” Until I thank 
Thy mercies, and I thank the waves of the 
sea and the wind of the west ;: Let them waft 
me to the place of the yoke of Thy love . . .” 
We wonder how many of today’s travellers

Oriental Magic. By Savep IDRIES 
SHAH. Rider. 25s.

The author of this book has col- 
lected a mass of data, covering the use 


of Egyptian amulets, the doctrines of. 
the fakirs, Indian alchemy, 


Spells to 
obtain a wife or husband, and. the 
ritual to be followed in calling up the 
spirits of the dead. In many cases 
the magician drew a circle round him 
and wrote the name of God in the 
centre in chalk on. the. ground. 


Strangely enough he would frequently . 


write: A gla—Elohim—Adonay (p. 94). 

Agla, which the author does not 
explain, is a Hebrew word made up of 
the four initial letters of the Hebrew 
sentence  Attah |. Gibbor 
Adonay (Thou art mighty for ever, O 


Lord); and is a well-known cabbalistic | 


sign used aS a talisman... Drawing a 


circle for the greater effectiveness of 


a petition, is, of course, well known 
in Talmudic literature. A saintly man, 


Choni, was asked by the rabbis to pray - 


for rain, _He drew a circle, stood in 
the centre, and praved, adding that he 
would not move from the circle until 
his petition was granted (Taanit 19a). 

The chapter on Jewish magic is 
rather sketchy. The author has failed 
to make adequate use of the vast 
rabbinic and cabbalistic literature on 
the subject. It is well known that in 
Talmud times’ the people believed in 
evil spirits : they were invisible. . “If 
the eye could behold them, no one 
could exist because of these destructive 
demons” (Berachot 6a). The masses 
were full of superstitious beliefs : they 
were afraid of the evil eve, and they 
were bidden to exercise great care to 
avoid arousing jealousy and thus 
incurring harm from. the evi! eye of 
the jealous person. 


Cabbalists’ Belief 
The author is not always accurate : 


~“ One belief. among Jewish cabbalists 


was that the elusive Most Great Name, 
the puissant Word of Power, was 
Schemhamphoras”. -(p. 16). He 
appears to think that this is a proper 
name. — It Is not; it 1s Shem Ha- 
mephorash, “the distinctive Name,” 
.e., the Tetragrammaton. This Name 
was pronounced only. by the. High 
Priest in the Temple. Others were not 
permitted to utter this Name: it was 
the ineffable Name of God. | 
From the Arab philosopher. Al- 
reproduces the magic 
square for easing childbirth (p. 82). 
The ‘numbers, horizontally, vertically, 
and diagonally add up to 15. The 
author. does not explain the signifi 
cance of the number 15. But, curiously 
enough, the same magic square, with 
Hebrew letters, is known in medieval 
Jewish communities. It was written 
on kosher parchment and placed on the 
woman's head. It occurs to me that 


the magical quality of 15 lies in the 


fact that, in Hebrew letters, it adds up 
the name of God: Yod He (which is 
numerically equivalent to 15). 

There is already a vast literature on 
the subject of magic. In addition to 
the authorities mentioned in his biblio- 
graphy, the author could have con-

THE ‘CHEREM’ SPINOZA 


Some reflections by LEON ROTH 


Three hundred years — ago 
today (July 27): Baruch Spinoza 
(1632-1677), the famous philo- 
sopher, was excommunicated by 
the rabbis in. Amsterdam — for 
“ heresies.’ The writ of excom- 
munication, dated the sixth of Ab 
5416 (July 27, 1656), written in 
Spanish, is still to be found in the 
synagogue archives in Amsterdam. 


ELVING recently. the 
Quaker literature of the 


“seventeenth century, I came. 
across a letter (published from the™ 
Swarthmore collection by Henry 


Cadbury) written by the Baptist 
minister and Quaker, William Ames. 


Baruch Spinoza (1632-1677) 


a- former officer in Cromwell's 
army, who settled in Amsterdam in 
The letter is addressed to 
Margaret Fell (afterwards the wife 
of George Fox), of Swarthmore 
Hall, and reads in part as follows : 
‘There ts at Amsterdam that 

by. the Jews is cast out (as he himself 
and other saith) because he. owns no 
other. teacher but the light, and he sent 
for me‘and. I spoke to him and_ he 
was pretty tender: and doth own’ all 
that. is spoken; 
read of Moses and the. prophets with- 


out was nothing to him except he came 
to Know it within.” 


The letter is dated April 17, 1657. 
Spinoza’s excommunication took place 
on. July 27 (Ab 1656; but: since 


he stayed on in Amsterdam writing a 


defence of himself against — his 
traducers and since he became closely 
connected with a local. pietistic sect 
the tenets of which were not far 
removed from those of the-Quakers, 
it would seem reasonable to suppose 
that the visit Ames paid and reported 
on to Margaret Fell was to Spinoza.

For political conditions 
are by their very nature temporary. 
evanescent ; and I should like to think 
that this ‘famous case of Jewish 
excommunication arose out of the 
passing local situation. If vustified,

I have remarked that Spinoza did 
not take the excommunication lying 
down, ‘He prepared a Defence: and 
students of his writings have thought 
that traces of this Pefence are to be 
found in some chapters of his 
Theologico-Political Treatise.

ISRAEL’S WATER PROBLEM 


By LORD STRABOLGI 


NE of Israel’ s most popular 
folk-songs, often heard in 
the. kibbutzim, has the 


refrain, “mayim, mayim, mayim.’ 


It did nat take me long to find out. 


the meaning of this word. Water 


is Israel’s most pressing problem, 
‘for the: country has no 


regular 


rainfall. The long summer is hot 
and dry; only during the winter 
“months from November until 


April is there rain. In some years 


‘this.is below average. For example, 


in 1955 there was almost a drought. 


Certain areas have local water, but. 


they are exceptional. 

For irrigation Israel. relies. on her 
rivers, The mountainous north has 
sufficient water, but the amount | of 
cultivable land  hmited. con- 
trast the south has large areas of land 


that could be made fertile, but there is 


not sufficient water to irrigate them. 

The need for additional water 1s 
most. pressing as the acreage of culti- 
vated land under irrigation has trebled. 
and Israel's population. doubled. since 
the establishment of the State, 

During my recent visit I made a 
close study of Israel's great ‘irrigation 
plans: the Yarkon-Negev Scheme and 
the Jordan River Scheme. The first is 
already in operation and nearing com- 
pletion ; the second remains in suspen- 
sion for political reasons. 


Israel has only two important 


rivers: the Jordan, of which 73 miles — 
flows through Israeli territory: and 


the Yarkon, at Tel Aviv, which is 16 
miles long. At present the Yarkon is 
supplying nearly all the water for the 
Negev. A great pipeline 65 miles long 
was completed m June, 1955, This 
supply will increase the area of irrig- 
able land by one quarter. 

The Negev contains more than half 
of Israel's territory and a quarter of all 
land estimated to be suitable for farm- 
ing. Formerly semi-desert, it is now 
being opened up: already 50.000 
people live there. In the next few 
years it is planned to settle an addi- 
tional . 100.000 people. 


A second 


Yarkon-Negev pipeline to bring water 


to the eastern Negev will be completed 


in 1958, when two-thirds of the water 
from -the’ River Yarkon will be 
diverted-to. the Negev. The remaining 
third will supply. Tel Aviv's require- 
ments and also ensure the preservation 
of this beautiful river in its present 
form. 


scheme is a-brilliant example 


of .engineering skill, but 14 
enough. 


is not 
The whole Negev has to rely 


‘on water from. this small river: 


At Israels present rate of. expansion. 
the Yarkon has only sufficient water 
to supply the Negev for a few more 
vears. It is for this reason that the 
Jordan -Scheme is so important. 
Indeed. any large-scale development in 
Israel must ultimately depend on water 
from the Jordan, her greatest river. 

The Jordan Scheme. was originally 
proposed by Professor Walter C. 
Lowdermilk, Americas —_ leading 


authority on soil erosion. and irriga- 


tion, who is now head of the Agricul- 
tural Engineering Department at the 


Israel Institute of Technology in Haifa. 
From his experience of similar prob- 


lems in other parts of the world 


Professor Lowdermilk conceived this 


master plan for Israel. 


To the north of Lake Tiberias in 


Northern Galilee lies Lake Hula. in 
what’ a few years ago Was an win- 
habited area. On the northern shores 
of Lake Hula. stretched a_ great 
malarial swamp. The Jordan seeped its 
way through this swamp and a great 
deal of its water was lost in descent 
through evaporation. 

Now great channels have been dug 
through the swamp and the river bed 
across the lake deepened. The swamp 
has been drained and soon Lake Hula 
itself will no longer exist. This drain- 
age of swamp and lake and the canali- 
sation of the River Jordan will result 
in a 20 per cent increase in the river's 
natural flow. It will provide an area 
of more than 15,000 acres, where 
vines, fruit, and grain will grow, and 
there will be pasture land for cows 
and sheep. 

A great. pipeline will bring the 
Jordan waters to reservoirs in Galilee 
and then right across the country to 


join. the Yarkon-Negev pipelines 
Faluja in the Negev. his Jordan 
pipeline is under active construction 
and most of it has been laid But 
where the pipeline will join the Jordan 
at B’Not Yaaqgov the area has been 
demuilitarised, although the Jordan 
flows here through Israel territory on 
both her banks. 

In 1951 Syria raised 
tions to ‘the drainage of Lake Hula. 
These were rejected by the Security 
Council. In 1953 Syria again objected 
to the construction of the pipeline in 


the demilitarised zone, The Soviet veto 
- prevented the Security Council from 


taking action, although Israel received 
a majority of votes in her favour. 
Israel suspended work voluntarily in 
view of the Security Council discus- 
SiONns, 

President Eisenhower sent Mr. Eric 


Johnston as his special ambassador to 


mediate between the Arah States and 
Isracl and to see if a regional plan 


might not be devised to use the Jordan 


for their mutual benefit. The result 
was the Johnston Scheme whereby the 
Kingdom of Jordan, and also Syria, 
would obtain Jordan water through 
a tributary of the Jordan, the Yarmuk, 


‘as had always been envisaged by Pro- 


fessor Lowdermilk. 


Work Suspended 
Since then, Isracl has suspended 
work pending an agreement with the 
Atab. States, who refuse, however, to 
co-operate in this scheme. although by 

doing so they would benefit 
The Arabs refuse for two reasons. 
First, they prefer to deny themselves 
the use of the Jordan waters in order 
to deny them to Isracl. and thus hold 
up her rate of progress. 


Secondly, the Arabs do not wish to 
co-operate in the scheme because they 
feel that this would imply their recog- 
nition of Isracl. 

Arab intransigence has meam a 
complete hold up for nearly three 
years of Israel's most important 
tion scheme. 

Israc] has no aggressive intentions 
towards the Arab States: indeed she 


has always wished to co-operate with © 


them over the Jordan Scheme. 

In the interest of the whole area this 
matter should receive the early coa- 
sideration of the Security Council,

You have previously reported that at 
the June meeting. of the Board I charged 
Mr... Janner_ with “having: failed to 
organise a joint delegation. to see the 
Sovict leaders. during their visit to Lon- 
don.” | That charge is unhappily so well 
founded ‘that it requires’ no further 
elucidation. Indeed, despite repeated 
urgent approaches which have been made 
since then, Mr. Janner has still failed 
to make any efforts: of any kind to meet

You. also reported in my name the

tively informed that such a joint delega- 
tion’ would - have had a chance.” .To 


that statement [| have nothing to add and — 


nothing to withdraw... The office of the 
Board has received all the proof to which 
they -are entitled: -by what. right does 
Mr.:Janner suggest “ an investigation 
In point of fact I personally informed 
Mr. Brotman on April 20, immediately 
after we received intimation referred 
to, of. the possibility -of a joint delega- 
tion. li. may well» be. that. had Mr. 
Janner then been in London instead of 


in. Jerusalem, ‘such a joint approach 
have been. achieved. Certainly 
the tragi-comedy. of: -three separate 


approaches and two separate memoranda 
might have been: avoided. 

Messrs. Jannér and Freeman, however, 
for ‘reasons. which-: are transparemily 
obvious, 
out of non-existent molchills.' The Presi- 
dent, in particular, has built up..a whole 
series of wild allegations which have not 
the slightest foundation in fact: -How is 
all this to serve the Board of Deputies, 
the Anglo-Jewish community, or, what is 
infinitely more important, the well-being 
of the millions of Jews in. Eastern 
Europe ?.. At a time when. two separate 
American Jewish delegations have 
length and breadth of the 
Soviet Union the, Board has not yet 
received. a reply to the memorandum 
which they présented in April last. . The 

‘loud applause’. which, according. to 
greeted the incredible state- 
ment of Mr. Janner that “the integrity 
of the Board depends on 
irregular approaches’ will not be heard 
by our: millions of brethren. in 
Budapest, or Leningrad. It may well t 
that Deputies feel a form of guilt- 
at the complete failure of the main repre- 
sentative body of. Anglo-Jewry to achieve 

any form. of- ‘contact 
coreligionists in Eastern Europe, who are 
waiting in vain for some sign of Anglo- 


Jewish concern in’ their welfare 
Does Mr.. Janner: really wet for a 
totalitarian. Board’ of Deputies: ? Is. it 


really his view that any disagreement with 
or criticism of the policy—or lack of one 
—of the Board ‘is “-denigration”™ or 
besmirching the name of the Board”? 
He proclaims from the platform that this 
must" be stopped once and for ever.” 


The age. of. firing-squads has. long since. 


passed, and, as Mr. Janner knows from 
another place,” hberty of speech is still 
our proud possession. . 

The President must ‘not think: that it 
iS an agreeable experience for independent 
Orthodox Deputies to participate in an 
concerning which. to quote Dr.

in which it is held by our own community 
as well as those ‘overseas, depends in a 
considerable measure on the manner in 
which its proceedings are conducted. The 
Board is entirely a voluntary body, and 
its power depends on consent alone. It 
has no monopoly. The unrestrained out- 
bursts of its President, supported as they 
are by the -serried ranks of the members 
of the Zionist: caucus, more 
to undo the reputation of the Board than 
any criticism of its policy can ever do. 
Its President may soon discover that the 
institution over which he has the honour 
to preside will completely lose its dignity 
and status, and the moral authority upon 
which alone his. office stands will 
disappear. 

Perhaps it would be wisest if all this 
could be forgotten. Mr. Janner should 
now—immediately—take the initiative of 
consulting with other Jewish organisations 
concerned in these problems. He knows 
full well that there is ample precedent 
for this. Let him but refer to 
minutes of the Joint: Foreign Committec,; 
when in the tragic winter of 1942, when 
night had fallen over Europe, it was at 
the suggestion of Agudas Israel that a 
Consultative Committee was formed with 
the other Jewish organisations, to deal 
with the German- Jewish situation. That 
committee, in the face of overwhelming 
odds, rendered yeoman service. The 
problems. of today are, of course, quite 


different, but they afe no less urgent. 
Should we. not—all. of us—turn our 
swords into ploughshares ? If Mr. 


Janner will take the initiative he will, I 
feel sure, not find the other organisations 
wanting.

Orthodox Attitude to Secular 
Knowledge 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sik,—The hostile: attitude of certain 
rabbis to general education as reported 
in your issue of July 13 1s nothing to 
do with Orthodoxy as such. — It is, J 
am sure,.a psychological reaction to 


the ghastly experiences of these rabbis : 


in the heart of “ civilised ~ Europe. 

The attitude of Western Orthodoxy to 
so-called secular knowledge was expressed 
by Rabbi S. R: Hirsch about a hundred 
years ago as follows: 

‘Join forces in order to. give’ your 
children a well-balanced education in all 
subjects ... For the field of . Jewish 
learning is not a lonely field,. tsolated 
from nature, history of real life. On the 


contrary—it. invites its disciples to the 


contemplation of heaven and. earth, to 
the survey of historical events and of the 
physical, spiritual, moral, and social life 


- of man in all its aspects, and encourages... 


closeness of observation and eXactness of 


‘ knowledge.” 


“ Judaism is perhaps the only. religion 
the adherents of which are taught to see 
a revelation of the divine in the presence 
of a man who is distinguished for know- 
ledge and wisdom, no matter to. what 
nation or religion he belongs . . . and 
to greet the sight of him with the bless- 
ing: Blessed art Thou, O Lord, King of 
the universe, who has. given of Thy 
wisdom to flesh and blood. 
a gift of His wisdom our sages called the 
wisdom of man, For in all that is truly 
good, noble, and beautiful and enlightens 
the mind of man our sages saw a reflex 


of God's glory on earth; and in their 
view all that makes man wiser, better, 
and truly happier emanates from 


‘Peon, the wisdom of God.” (S. R. 
Hirsch, Gesammelte Schriften, Volume 
1, page 278/9, Volume II, page 454, 
Jeschurun, 1859/60, page 188 ff.) 

Even Rabbi Moses Sofer, the famous 
Chatam Sofer, expressed a positive atti- 
tude to branches of secular knowledge, 
such as physics and mathematics, and 
advised his pupils to study them.

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NEO-NAZI GROUPS ACTIVE IN GERMANY 
Attacks on Federal Government 


From our Correspondent 


Neo-Nazi activities in the Federal 
Republic are gathering momentum, 
A new neo-Nazi party—the People's 
Social Movement—has been formed in 
Hanover. Its leader is 34-year-old Hans 
Jachde and Paul Paetzold ts his deputy. 
The first meeting was attended by over 
fifty persons, most of them ex-Nazi party 
members or adherents of the now banned 
Socialist Reich Party. Pactzold said that 
a really German movement had been 
born which was determined to start the 
fight against all anti-German elements. 
The 25-point programme of the new 
party is along Nazi lines. It stresses that 
the ethical strength of the German people 
should be kept. pure and that the people's 
estrangement under ‘the influence of 


foreign Powers should be ended. 


In Diisseldorf, a new neo-Nazi organi- 
sation. calling itself * The Fighting Unit 
for an Independent Germany, has 


started distributing leaflets announcing 
that it has “ enough power and possesses 
sufficient key positions and instruments 
of power to achieve a successful end of 
this fight. . . The day would come 
when this organisation would come into 
the open “crushing all traitors of 
German interests without mercy. 

At a recent meeting of the neo-Nazi 
German Reich party tm Mainz itt was 
stated that measures would be taken to 
expand the party's activities. The main 
speaker, a wealthy business man, who 
is a regional leader of the party, sharply 
criticised the Federal Government for 
“ squandering large sums of money on 
so-called victims of Nazi persecution. 


He announced that he would never sit. at . 


the ‘same table with Jews. 

A Federal rally of the neo-Nazi German 
Reich Party is to be held at Wiesbaden 
in September, which is expected to be 
attended by about 350 delegates of party 
groups from all parts of the country and 
about 800 guests.

Some of 
the Arabs were killed by Zionists and 
others ‘forced to flee from their home- 
land.’ The énevclop:edia describes Israel 
as an “economically backward country 
whose. economy. is. characterised by 
definitely colomial. traits.” 

Discussing the U.S.A. Point Four Aid 
programme, iu states: This opened 
hefore American monopolistic concerns 
vast opporidnities. to enslave.

U.S. CITIZENS ABROAD 
Senate Committee Resolution 
WASHINGTON 

The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee has. approved a resolution for 
submission to the Senate. declaring 
disapproval at reported discrimination 
against American citizens abroad.
